3. The US/USSR agreement for cooperation in medical science and 
public health, and artificial heart research and development involves 
joint projects in cardiovascular diseases, artificial heart, malignant 
neoplasia, chemotherapy of tumors, environmental health, arthritis, 

and organic basis of schizophrenia. This agreement will be up for renewal 25X1 
during 1977. We believe this to be a genuine agreement.
